2.  CORE  DESCRIPTION 


The  Missouri  Constitution  states  that  the  lieutenant  governor  shall  serve  as  the  ex  officio  president  of  the  Missouri  Senate.  In  addition,  upon  the  death,  conviction, 
impeachment,  resignation,  absence  from  the  state  or  other  disabilities  of  the  governor,  the  lieutenant  governor  shall  act  as  governor.  By  law,  the  lieutenant  governor  is 
secretary  to  the  Board  of  Public  Buildings,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Fund  Commissioners,  the  Missouri  Development  Finance  Board,  the  Missouri  Housing 
Development  Commission,  the  Missouri  Rural  Economic  Development  Council,  the  Missouri  Tourism  Commission  and  the  Second  State  Capitol  Commission.  The 
lieutenant  governor  chairs  the  Missouri  Senior  Program  Commission,  the  Missouri  Community  Service  Commission  and  the  Veterans  Benefits  Awareness  Taskforce, 
and  co-chairs  the  Personal  independence  Commission.  The  lieutenant  governor  also  serves  as  the  formal  governmental  advocate  of  Missouri's  senior  citizens  and  acts 
in  the  role  of  the  official  ombudsman  for  all  Missouri's  citizens.
